The court fight between the school boards of Muhlenberg and Mon­ 
roe Townships is drawing into its final stages with notice of appeal to 
the Ohio Supreme Court hying filed by the Pickaway County Board 
of Education and Judge Meeker Terwilliger in Common Pleas Court, 
Friday, returning to T^unlenberg Township the funds and administra­ 
tion of schools that the County Board of Education had assigned to 
Monroe in August. 
Judge Terwilliger ruled that since the unanimous decision of the 
Court of Appeals held the original transfer illegal, the return should 
be made pending the decision of the Supreme Court. He ordered that 
the unexpended balance of the funds, personal properties and an ac­ 
count by the Monroe authorities showing reasonable expenditures be 
provided the Muhlenberg board. 
Tile Supreme Court may take action in two possible ways, It may 
hold that a transfer of such nature is (I) a judicial act or (2) it is a 
legislative act. 
Expressing the hope that no controversy arises from the accounting 
of expenditures and the balance to be returned, Judge Terwilliger 
rested the case pending the higher court’s ruling. 
A contempt motion brought by Muhlenberg was overruled. 


Acknowledging the requests of 
numerous of his friends in Cir­ 
cleville and in Pickaway County, 
Sheriff Charles Radcliff said Fri­ 
day that he has decided to seek re­ 
election.

Motion pictures are an extrem e­ 
ly powerful instrument and should 
be used more to express the hope 
in and the value of the dem ocracy 
we know in Am erica,’' Dr. Edgar 
Dale of the Bureau of Educational 
R esearch of Ohio State University 
told his audience a t the Rotary 
luncheon Thursday. 
This year m arks the 50th anni­ 
versary of the invention of motion 
pictures by Thomas Edison, 
Dr. 
D ale told the Rotarians. Edison 
scoffed at the idea of projecting 
pictures on a screen so th at many 
people could view them a t once, 
claim ing that commercial advant­ 
ages would be small. Today the 
36,000 motion picture theatres have 
a weekly audience of 15,000,000 
persons, 
"The only way that the A m e ri­ 
can picture audiences can get bet­ 
ter pictures is by the crystaliza- 
tion of public opinion demanding 
better film s,” he said. "E a ch time 
you pay to see a picture you are 
voting for the companies to pro­ 
duce th at type of film ." 
Parental Obligation Noted 
W ith the Inference established 
that box office rules production, 
Dr. Dale asked his audience in the 
name of good citizenship and par­ 
enthood to be selective and criti­ 
cal of the motion pictures they a t­ 
tend. 
"The independent exhibitor m ust 
purchase film s in blocks. He m ust 
show many film s that he is asham ­ 
ed to show. I f Hollywood producers 
can be made to realize th at certain 
types 
of film s are 
undesirable, 
then ultim ataly production of th at 
type will cease. Exercise the right 
to discrim inate, he urged. 
That motion pictures can be ef­ 
fective in changing attitudes was 
Illustrated by Dr. Dale with sta ­ 
tistics th at have become available 
as the result of studies conduct­ 
ed by various universities. Tests 
have shown th at “All Q uiet On 
The Western Front” has tended to 
Increase 
anti-w ar feeling 
while 
films 
sim ilar 
to 
"F ou r 
Sons” 
atrengthened an attitude of friend- 
•hip toward Germany. 
The changes in attitudes wrought 
by the movies are not necessarily 
temporary, but m ight last over a 
period of years, he rem arked. In­ 
formation gathered in the movies 
is retained to a greater extent than 
that obtained a t schools. W ith this 
in mind Dr. Dale warned his hear­ 
ers to rem em ber that two-thirds of 
the moving-going audience is un­ 
der 30 years of age. 
Children Believe Movie* 
"Children 
tend

the screen. In general the films 
have an fictional escape Idealism so 
that im itation of movie conduct 
can have an adverse affect. 
"M ost movies are laid in the up­ 
per income levels.

Dr. Dale then stressed the educa­ 
tional value that pictures have and 
urged th at all organizations be 
fully aware of the possibilities of 
th eir use. F acts can be simplified 
by picturization and a greater au­ 
dience can he reached than through 
reading

At the end of the fourth day, 
the official attendance was 11,492, 
surprassing the entire week's mark 
of 1939, when 11,260 attended. Ap

are expected before the day is out. 
Wheeler McMillen, editor of the 
Farm Journal and president of the 
National Farm Chemurgic Council, 
said that national recovery depend­ 
ed upon the farmers* 
ability to

country. 
Money for Crop’s Study 
He urged that every state ap­ 
propriate $25,000 for the study of 
new crops, and recommended “self- 
help” for farmers rather than gov­ 
ernment aid. 
L. J, Taber, Master of the Na 
tional Crange, also criticized bonus 
payments to the farmer. 
He de 
dared that the subsidies were not 
compensation for the burdens the 
government is adding to agricul­ 
ture. 
“We dare not let American agr!

What is trichomonaa in fee- 
tionI 
The trichomonas is a small unicel­ 
lular parasite. It is found quite fre­ 
quently in the human intestine — 
with great regularity, indeed, when 
the gastric juice is diminished. 
Sometimes it changes 
from 
its 
harmless role and becomes trouble­ 
some. It may then cause diarrhea 
or other digestive upsets. In infants 
this occurrence is much more serious 
than in adults. In girl babies the 
trichomonas may enter the genitals

and cause itching and discharge. In 
rare instances this occurs in adult 
women. A great deal of attention 
has lately been directed towards the 
condition in infants and children. 
In the intestinal infestations the 
trichomonas is quite readily killed 
by the use of enemas, and the em­ 
ployment of a drug, The treatm ent 
of the vaginitis in girl babies is by 
warm w ater douches and local drug 
applications. 
The skin should be 
protected by a thick soothing oint­ 
ment. Adults respond favorably to 
sim ilar treatm ent.

Under Control

control. 
Constantly afflicting the 
under-privileged population of the 
southern states, it nas been observed 
for 50 years. It consists in a state 
of bad nutrition with sore tongue, 
diarrhea and scrufflness and erup­ 
tion of the skin. Long believed to be 
a nutritional disorder, it is now vir­ 
tually proved that it yields to the 
use of nicotinic acid. Nicotinic acid 
is a part of the vitamin B complex. 
It is, therefore, proved that pellagra 
is a vitamin-deficiency disease. 
Under the use of nicotinic acid 
practically ail cases of pellagra are
